LAW IS ENACTED 


Lansing, Mich., March 4 (A.P.) 
—Capital punishment had pass­ 
ed from the hands of the legis­ 
lature today to become a state­ 
wide issue. 
The Foster capital punshment 
bill, making death in the electric 
chair mandatory for first degree 
murderers, was on its way to the 
desk of Gov ernor Brücker. It was 
believ ed he will sign the meas­ 
ure. If his approv al is giv en, the 
death penalty will be submitted 
to the v oters in the April 6 elec­ 
tion. If accepted by them ex ecu­ 
tions for criminals will return to 
Michigan after» an absence of 
more than 80 y ears.

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NERVE WRECKERS 
Americans, and especially those who reside in 
our metropolitan areas, are in danger of becom­ 
ing a race of neurotics, in the opinion of leading 
neurologists. 
Nerve-wrack ing noise, the hustle and bustle of 
modem business, the dodging of vehicular traffic 
and a hundred and one other appurtenances to 
present day modes of living—all of them are con­ 
solidating themselves in a program of human 
destruction that rapidly grows worse with each 
succeeding day . 
The modem city dweller k eeps late hours and 
does not get sufficient rest. Instead of partak ing 
of a leisurely luncheon, he grabs a sandwich and 
dashes away to close another big deal. In the 
morning, he gulps his break fast and runs for the 
8:15 or the subway . On nights when he is not 
obliged to mak e the opera, the theatre or meet 
some other social obligation he might partak e of 
a leisurely dinner—but not any too often. 
There seems to be no basis for expecting relief 
from this widespread condition of neurosis. The 
pace set in modern business was created by the 
men so engaged. The pursuit of the dollar must 
go on, probably with increasing rapidity . Those 
who would relax in the interest of their health 
must sacrifice some of the so-called luxuries of 
life. And this, a majority are unwilling or too 
thoughtless of their own welfare to do. 


MEETING A DEPRESSION 
Valuable suggestions for work by which indivi­ 
dual cities can help to mitigate the effects of un­ 
employ ment are contained in a bulletin recently 
issued by the Russell Sage Foundation after a 
study of conditions in previous unemploy ment 
crises in 50 American cities. 
This bulletin begins by emphasizng an obvious 
but often-ignored truth; that the time to begin 
planning for unemploy ment relief work is two or 
three y ears before a depression arrives. It wisely 
remark s that “unwillingness to admit that the 
times are getting bad should not be allowed to 
prevent that timely planning which often mak es 


the difference between order and chaos later on.” 
On the other hand, it is urged that a commun­ 
ity tak e care not to let too discouraging reports 
be broadcast, lest normal credit channels tighten 
up, unemploy ed people conceal savings and resort 
to relief centers, and jobless folk from other 
communities come in in the hope of getting easy 
help. And certain definite suggestions follow, as 
possible: 
Existing relief and welfare agencies should be 
expanded, instead of starting new ones. 
Local residents should have preference in em­ 
ploy ment, and only those who have registered for 
employ ment should be considered. 
That emergency committees should use their 
influence against wage reductions, even though 
individual earnings may have to be lowered 
through part time work . 
That every firm in a position to do so should 
assure its work ers that their jobs are secure, so 
as to prevent fear and the unnecessary hoarding 
of funds. 
All of these suggestions are extremely sensible. 
To our mind, however, the best part of the report 
is its prefatory statement that programs of this 
k ind should be mapped out ahead of time, before 
depressions come. That is the sort of thing in 
which both city and national governments have 
been almost criminally remiss in the past. Once 
this depression is over, we should plan how we 
are going to meet the next one.

Americans, and especially those who reside in 


our metropolitan areas, are in danger of becom- 
ing a race of neurotics, in the opinion of leading 
neurologists. 


Nerve-wracking noise, the hustle and bustle of 


modern business, the dodging of vehicular traffic 
and a hundred and one other appurtenances to 
present day modes of Uving-all of them are con- 
solidating themselves in a program of human 
destruction that rapidly grows worse with each 
succeeding day. 


The modern city dweller keeps late hours and 


does not get sufficient rest. Instead of partaking 
of a leisurely luncheon, he grabs a sandwich and 
dashes away to close another big deal. In the 
morning, he gulps his breakfast and runs for the 
3-15 or the subway. On nights when he is not 
obliged to make the opera, the theatre or meet 
some other social obligation he might partake of 
a leisurely dinner—but not any too often. 


There seems to be no basis for expecting relief 


from this widespread condition of neurosis. The 
pace set in modern business was created by the 
men so engaged. The pursuit of the: dollar^rnust 
go on, probably with increasing rapidity. Those 
who would relax in the interest of their health 
must sacrifice some of the so-called luxuries of 
life. And this, a majority are unwilling or too 
thoughtless of their own welfare to do. 


MEETING A DEPRESSION 


Valuable suggestions for work by which indivi- 


dual cities can help to mitigate the effects of un- 
employment are contained in a bulletin recently 
issued by the Russell Sage Foundation after a 
study of conditions in previous unemployment 
crises in 50 American cities. 


This bulletin begins by emphasizng an obvious 


but often-ignored truth; that the time to begin 
planning for unemployment relief work is two or 
three years before a depression arrives. It wisely 
remarks that "unwillingness to admit that the 
times are getting bad should not be allowed to 
parent that timely planning which often makes 


the difference between order and chaos later on.' 


On the other hand, it is urged that a pommun- 
, 


ity take care not to let too discouraging 
be broadcast, lest normal credit channels tighten 
up, unemployed people conceal savings and resort 
un, uiiemuiujrcvi a/^w^w ~-~ 
. — . 
to relief centers, and jobless folk from other 
communities come in in the hope of getting easy 
help. And certain definite suggestions follow, as 
possible: 


Existing relief and welfare agencies should be 


expanded, instead of starting new pnes. 


Local residents should have preference in em 


ployment, and only those who have registered foi 
employment should be considered. 


That emergency committees should use thei 


influence against wage reductions, even though 
individual earnings may have to be lowered 
through part time work. 


That every firm in a position to do so should 


assure its workers that their jobs are secure, so 
as to prevent fear and the unnecessary hoarding 
of funds. 


All of these suggestions are extremely sensible 


To our mind, however, the best part of the report 
is its prefatory statement that programs of this 
kind should be mapped out ahead of time before 
depressions come. That is the sort of thing in

CANAPES 


The canape is one of the new- 


comers on the party food list but 
it is already extremely popular 
and very chic. It is attractive in 
appearance and appetizing in 
flavor, and it has made enter- 
taining much easier. To the 
smart hostess it is as necessary 
as the after-dinner bowl of fruit. 


For tea or for evening refresh- 


ments there is nothing smarter 
than a tray of canapes of vari- 
ous shapes and garnishes. For a 
first course at lunch or dinner a 
canape is again correct, and 
convenient; it can be arranged 
and placed before the guests ar- 
rive. 
For the first course a fruit 


canape is sometimes chosen. A 
ring of sliced bananas is ar- 
ranged around the edge of a 
round of bread which has been 
spread with cream cheese. In the 
center are heaped minced dates 
mixed with mayonnaise. The 
canape is placed on a lettuce 
leaf with mayonnaise as a gar- 
nish. Sometimes a slice of pine- 
apple is used instead of the 
bread. 
For canapes which are to be 


eaten with the fingers either 
bread plain or toasted on one 
side is used. It is usually spread 
with a flavored butter—anchovy 
paste, delived ham, horseradish, 
mustard or cheese are among 
the savoy materials which mix 
well with butter. 


Colorful garnishes are then 


made from combinations of pi- 
mentos, green pepper, ripe and 
green 
olives, egg yolks and 


whites. Tiny pickled onions and 
.capers can also be used. All kinds 
of interesting effects are possible 
by varying the arrangements of 
these garnishes.
